Faction Weill to I he Dealn. 

Louisville, Ky., Oct. 23. A special 
to the Post from Pineville, Ky. , says: 
The trouble which has been brewing in 
Harlan county for some time past be- 
tween the Turner and Howard tactions 
has broken nut ill earnest, and a bloody 
war is in progress. Jessie Howard and 
Joe Blair arrived here this morning 
from Harlan courthouse, bringing par- 
ticulars of a light which occurred there 
yesterday. Wils Howard has gathered 
about him 25 men, and hint 'openly 
defied the authorities. He threatened 
destruction to the entire Turner faction, 
and Eoward and his men were en- 
trenched in an improvised fort on Poor 
Fork near the Harlan courthouse. 
Judge Lewis with forty men, mostly 
Turner sympathisers, essayed to capture 
the gang, surrounded their rendezvous 
and quietly wailed for Howard and his 
men to make their appearance, As 
soon as the latter sullied forth they 
were tired upon, and a bloody battle 
followed. The Howard party suffered 
from the first volley, one man be- 
ing killed and six of the. party 
badly wounded. Wils Howard bad a 
ball from a Winchester plow a 
furrow around his neck. His brother, 
John Howard, received tlie contents of 
a gun and will die. Two of Judge 
Lewis' men were wounded. Both sides 
drew away, and Judge Lewis had his 
men fortified in the court house. Wils 
Howard is getting more men, and 
threatens to make an attack on the 
town. 

The Episcopal L'ouvenlliiu. 

New York, Oct. 23.— In the Epis- 

copal general '(invention to-day, the 
house ot deputies decided to re consider 
its action regarding the resolution de- 
lining the attitude of the Kpisenpal 
church towards the negro race, and the 
subject thus goes over to the next con- 
vention.

Philadelphia, Oct. 23. Clans 
Sprockets intended to begin 
work at Ids big refinery in this city to- 
day, but owing to bad weather and 
other causes he was prevented from 
doing so.

produce 1,000,000 pounds of sugar a day 

at the start," Mr. Spreckels said. 
"By February two million pounds 
a day will be turned out. 1 
have decided to double the plant

of next year, I will turn out four mil- 
lion pounds of sugar a day. New Or- 
leans will lie my next objective point. 
A refinery will be built there with a 
capacity of 10,000,000 pounds a day, 
and when 1 have doubled my ])lant here, 
1 will produce 6,000,000 pounds of sugar 
in a day. The trust produced 8,000,000 
pounds, so that when 1 get fully started 
] shall turn out three-fourths of the en- 
tire amount,- and I shall sell it, too." 

Annual Colored stair Fair. 

Ralkiciii, N. 0., Oct. 23. — Governor 
l<'owler to-day opened the II th annual 
colored stale fair here, and spoke to a 
large audience of negroes, lie referred 
to the I hicago negroes action in ap- 
pointing a day of fasting and prayer for 
the Southern negroes, and said his 
auditors were as happy ns any people 
on the face of the earth. lie promisor] 
them all their rights, and he pledged 



them thai the whole power of the state 
would be exercised in tlieir behalf just 
us much as on behalf of the white men, 

A Well-planned Itobbery. 

Newark, N. J., Oct. 23. — While 
Cashier George C, Werner, of the Ger- 
man Savings Bank, was counting his 
cash to-day, two men entered the bunk 
and told him that a lady who wus seat- 
ed in a carriage wished to speak to him.

FLOODS IN ST. PETERSBURG, 
London, Oct. '23.— News comes from 
St. Petersburg to-day that a sudden rise 
in the waters of the river Neva there 
has Hooded the whole lower part of the 
city. A large number of streets are 
under water from one end to the other. 
No lives ure reported lost, but in many 
instances women and children living in 
the houses near the river bank, were 
only saved from drowning by rescuers 
who went out to them in boats. Last 
reports are that the river is falling. The 
damage along the water front is exten- 
sive for many miles on both sides of the 
river, and will reach enormous figures. 
PETITION Foil RELIEF. 
The miners of Saarbruoken have sent 
a petition to Emperor William praying 
for an imperial commission to investi- 
gate and report upon the condition of 
the men engaged in the mining indus- 
tries uf the einpire. They complain 
that their treatment at the hands of the 
lltine barons, their employers, amounts 
to absolute slavery, and that unless 
some relief is afforded the consequences 
to the state will he serious in the near 
future. 

BURKED TO DEATH IN A IIAKN. 
Through the burning of a barn at 
Eisenach, last night, six boys who were 
asleop inside were burned to death. 
TROUBLE WITH STRIKERS. 

The striking weavers and worsted 
workers at ('henmitz and Linbach are 
growing more violent every day and the 
large force of police and military already 
in the district is insufficient to preserve 
even the semblance of order. Collisions 
between tlie strikers and troops are of 
frequent occurrence. In one of them, 
to-day, the soldiers used their bayonets 
freely and many of the malcontents were 
wounded. 

ENTHUSIASTIC LIBERALS. 

The meeting of the Liberal electors of 
Southport this afternoon, who gathered 
to listen to the great speech of Mr. 
Gladstone, proved the most enthusiastic, 
and most successful political event held 
in England for a long time. Gladstone 
was at his best, and for an hour and 
ten minutes he spoke to his auditors 
witli his old-time vim and eloquence. 



SLAVERY IN ZANZIBAR. 

Slaves Sold from the Block with Scarcely 
an Attempt at Concealment. 

London, Oct. 22. — Letters from Zan- 
zibar, received at the office of the anti- 
slavery society here, report that the 
buying and selling of human chattels in 
the streets of that city was being car- 
ried on with scarcely an attempt at con- 
cealment. Weekly markets are held at 
Which, slaves are boldly exposed to the 
gaae of intending buyers, and, in many 
cases, each slave carries a placard sus- 
pended from his neck, upon which is 
written the price at which he can be 
bought. Women are not usually ticket- 
ed in this city, but are sold for what 
they will bring, the ordinary price be- 
ing .t'G to £12 each, if young. Mer- 
chants who carry on tlie traffic are all 
Arabs, but it appears to be well under- 
stood that rich tirms of English traders 
furnish all the capital to conduct the 
business. 

All tlie local officials in Zanzibar are 
miid to be in the pay of this firm, who 
purchase immunity by bribing authori- 
ties of the highest and lowest order, and 
so complete is tlioir influence that com- 
plaint receives little attention. To il- 
lustrate the openness with which the 
trade is carried on, it is pointed out that 
receipt of slaves every week are publicly 
announced by placards upon the walls 
of houses. The letters complain that 
representatives in Zanzibar of the dif- 
ferent European governments appear to 
take no interest whatever in the matter.

TAVO STEAMERS WITHDRAWN. 

Competition In the Transpacific 'Service 
Has Its Effect. 

San Francisco, Oct. 22. — Ceo. H. 
Rice, traffic manager of the Occidental 
it Oriental, and tlie Pacific Mail stcum- 
zhip companies, said to day that the 
now schedule of the Occidental fi Ori- 
ental company will go into efi'ect on the 
29th inst., and that thereafter six 
steamers, three belonging to each com- 
pany, would perform the service be- 
tween this port and China now perform- 
ed by eight. 

"Tho Arabic," said Manager Rice, 
"will go back to England, as there is no 
more use for her. The City of Now 
York and the City of Sydney will be 
placed on the Panama line, which will 
increase that survice from two to throe 
steamers a month." 

Mr. Rice said tho withdrawal of two 
steamers from the China service was 
owing partly to tho putting into effect 
of the exclusion act, which reduced the 
amount of Chinese travel, and partly 
tlie competition of the Canadian Pacilic 
Company. 

The now steamship China, which is 
to take the place of one of the three 



vessels withdrawn, will arrive here 
about the 20th inst., from (ilasgow. 
She is 5,000 tons burden and one of the 
largest and fastest vessels plying be- 
tween this port and China. 

CHINA'S RAILWAY SYSTEM 

Collapses Owing to the Attitude of the 
French Government. 

SHANGHAI, Oct. 23. — It is reported 
here that the sudden and unexpected 
collapse of the elaborate railway sys- 
tem projected by the Chinese is due en- 
tirely tn the attitude of the French 
government. The French insist upon a 
rigid compliance on the part of China 
with the terms of certain articles in an 
old treaty by virtue of which tho 
French were entitled to supply not only 
the material, but the personnel of the 
management of any railroad thereafter 
to bo built within the limits of the Chi- 
nese Empire. 

SYNOD OF BRITISH COLUMBIA 

A Short but Very Important Session Hold

This fund, which 
guarantees the payment or part pay- 
ment of the stipends of the clergy 
in rural districts, has been raised

Resolutions were 
passed dealing with questions raised 
and debated at the late Lambeth Con- 
ference, notably the raising of the pub- 
lic .standard of morality and temperance, 
and the due observance of Suuday. 

Spheres of new work for the Anglican 
Church were allotted in Alberni, Wel- 
lington, Sooke, and the islands off the 
coast. 

Delegates were appointed to repre- 
sent the church at the conference to be 
held in Winnipeg next year, to arrange 
for the formation of a national synod of 
the Anglican church in Canada, with a 
view to closer communion of the various 
dioceses throughout the Dominion. 

New members were elected for the 
executive committee of the synod, and 
the bill incorporating that body which 
was passed through the local legisla- 
ture last session, was read and explained 
to the members. 

Taken as a whole no session has been 
more satisfactorily conducted, or more 
fraught with good results to the Eng- 
lish church in this province. It wus 
gratifying to the members of the synod 
to see their genial and kindly Bishop 
presiding with renewed energy and 
spirits at their council, and the har- 
monious character of the proceedings, 
and the profitable results of the meeting 
was greatly due to his skilful and ju- 
dicious presidency.

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ITALY' S POSITION. 

It is not often that an article in a r 
view or other periodical makes any great 
stir in tlio world, The influence of 
such productions if great, is generally 
quiet and does not, us far as can be 
seen at any rate, extend over a very 
wiilo area. But tho article in the Oc- 
tober number of the Contemporary Re- 
Review on "The Triple Alliance and 
Italy's place in it" is an exception to 
this rule. Its appearance created quite 
a sensation, not in Great Britain alone, 
but in almosi every count ry in Europe. 
One reason for this was that its author- 
ship is attributed to Mr. Gladstone. 
What a man of commanding talent who 
has been Premier of Great Britain, and 
who may soon again occupy that liigl 
and very important position says on i 
"burning" question of very great mom 
ent to every nation in Europe, cunnot 
fail to be of interest to all who take a 
part, high or humble, in European poli 
tics. The article itself is a striking one 
The author speaks us one having auth 
ority and not as the scribes. His tone 
is bold and confident, and it is seen at 
once that he is master of his subject. It 
is no wonder then when it was more 
than whispered that it was the produc- 
tion of Mr, Gladstone's pen that u very 
great deal of importance was attached 
to it both at home and abroad. 

The writer takes a view of the state 
of Europe. Although Europe has not 
heard the clash of arms for eleven years, 
he says "her soldiers can be counted by 
millions, and her charge for military 
and naval establishments by hundreds 
of millions." The prospect, in whatever 
light it is viewed, is a dismal one. In 
this state of facts "a league of peace is 
indeed," he says, "a sweet smelling 
savour if it answer to its name." He 
then enters into an enquiry us to 
whether the triple alliance between Get 
many and Austria is really a leugue of 
peace. The conclusion he comes to is 
that this alliance, like others before it, 
is not likely to make for peace. He en- 
quires into the truth of the report so 
often repeated that the British Govern- 
ment is in some way a silent partner in 
this combination. He accepts the de- 
nial made in parliament by Sir James 
Ferguson, but he seems to think that 
the British Government must, in some 
informal way, have pledged itself to 
further the object of the alliance. His 
only ground for coming to this conclu- 
sion is the persistence of the rumor 
that Great Britain is in some way 
connected with the three powers who 
have entered into the league of peace. 
If its government have had anything to 
do with it they should not, he contends, 
keep it a secret. He says : 

"If the gentlemen who now form the 
British Cabinet are personally bound, 
should they be in office, to share that 
action, they ought to be thus bound in 
the face of day, and ought not to skulk 
in tho rear of the Alliance, carrying a 
dark-lantern for their guidance. Pub- 
licity in most continental stales is some- 
thing of an exotic. But here it is not 
only the growth of our soil, it is the 
breath of our nostrils." 

The reviewer does not, of course, ap- 
prove of Great Britain having anything, 
either directly or indirectly, to do with 
the Alliance, He would have her, as 
long us she can, keep clear of ail conti- 
nental complications, His reason for 
this course appears to be a sound one. 
"Participation in this league of peace," 
he says, " means, be it observed, war 
with half Europe, including our nearest 
neighbor ; that nearest neighbor being 
the power with which, during the last 
sixty years, we have had more of close 
ulliunce than with any other continental 
state." 

Othor nations may have causa to en- 
ter into alliances, offensive and defen- 
sive und to preserve the peace, but 
Great Britain need not unnecessarily 
mix herself up in their quarrels. 

He then enters into an enquiry us to 
tho cause of the differences existing be- 
tween the four great powers of contin- 
ental Europe. But whatever cause 
Franco has to hate Germany, or Russia 
to be jealous of Austria, Italy ho con- 
tends has nothing whatever to do with 
their disagreements. For that young na- 
tion, with its immense burden and its do- 
mestic difficulties, to take a part in dis- 
agreements in which it bus really no 
concern, he regards us neither more nor 
less than suicidal. On this subject he 
expresses himself strongly. This is 

what he says : 

"But when wo turn to Italy the euse 
is reversed. For the other four Powers 
we find abounding olrbUnistances, which, 
as they may severally hold, throw them 
into certain combinations and antagon- 
isms. But noiHi of these have the small- 
est application to Italy. Every maxim 
of policy, wvery suggestion of common 



sense and the dictates of a necessity 
nothing less than trumpet- tongued for- 
bid all intermixture in Cisalpine anti- 
pathies or eonllicta. It is best to bo 
plain on these occasions. We will, 
therefore, not scruple to say that MM 
appearance of Italy in the Triple Al- 
limce is no better than a gigantic piece 
of political torn-foolery, which is so 
strange as to be grotesque, and which 
would oven bo comic if it were not ruin- 
ous. But there sho is, and the fact of 
her presence is perhaps the most signal 
illustration ever yet atforded in the po- 
lit ical sphere, of tho proverbial remark 
that truth is stranger than fiction." 

This is plain-speaking indeed, but the 
writer goes on to show that tho circum- 
stances in which Italy is placed war- 
rant every word of his strong condemn- 
ation of her foreign policy. He says 
that Italy was marked out by nature to 
be a conservative force in Europe. As 
(Iieat Britain is separated from the 
continent by the silver streak of sea so 
Italy is sepurated from Us neighbors by 
the Alps, and there are those who think 
that the mountains form the more ef- 
fective demarcation of the two. Italy 
is poor. Her people are ground down 
by taxation und she has been -for some 
time within a short stop or two of bank- 
rti ptcy. What the reviewer calls the 
"theatrical" policy of Italy has caused it 
to maintain an army and a navy beyond 
her means, and she has exhausted in a 
time of peace resources that should have 
been husbanded for the contingency of 
war. Besides, Italy bus no cause of 
quarrel with France. She in under ob- 
ligations to the French people, who as- 
sisted her to become a united nation and 
with whom the Italiuns have many in- 
terests in common. France is a friend 
which Italy is wantonly endeavoring to 
convert into an enemy. "Now," the 
reviewer truly says, "there is no mark 
of waste so gross and fatuous as to turn 
gratuitously into enemies those who 
might bo friends. " And this is what 
Italy does when it turns from France 
and joins bunds with Germany und Aus- 
tria. It is not likely that the last has 
been heard of this remarkable article. 



THE OFFICE-SEEKING HOST. 

The Americans are continually boast- 
ing of the advantages which their 
country holds out to the poor man. 
They declare that the United States is 
the poor man's country. Any man who 
is temperate und industrious, they as- 
sert, can not only make a living in it 
but can make provision for bis old age 
and have something to leave his chil- 
dren when he dies. If this is the case, 
how is it that the Americans aro the 
most greedy and persistent office-seekers 
on the face of the earth? In the pur- 
suit of office they have no regard 
for the public good, or for the 
rights which faithful public servants 
o.ight to possess. For the sake of get- 
ing a paltry salary, that almost any 
man of ordinury intelligence and energy 
could earn in his business, an American 
will pester those who have political in- 
fiuence until, for peace sake, they are 
obliged to do something for him, and he 
will ruthlessly deprive his neighbor, 
u id perhaps his friend, of his means of 
1 ving, for no other reason than that be 
holds opinions on political subjects dif- 
ferent from those of tiie party in power. 
The scramble for office in the United 
Stutes since the last Presidential elec 
lion is not creditable to the citizens of 
the Republic. The office seekers have 
made the life of the President a burden 
to him, und have tormented leading men 
of the Republican party almost beyond 
endurance. One would think that there 
are hundreds of thousands of starv- 
ing men und women in the Uni- 
ted States whose only chance 
of being able to keep soul and body to- 
gether is to get employment in the pub- 
lic service. Since March last as many 
as twenty thousand postmasters have 
luen turned out of office to make way 
for the greedy horde of office-hunters 
who were impatiently waiting for the de- 
capitation of the unfortunate incum- 
bents. Neither the office-hunters nor 
the government whioh they goaded had 
t!ie slightest consideration for the men 
and women who had served the public 
faithfully, and who, it may be, had no 
way of gaining an honest livelihood 
than by doing the work of the oliices 
they held. . 

The pressure which the office-seekers 
applied to the government caused Presi- 
dent Harrison to violate the pledges 
which he had made previous to his elec- 
tion. He then promised that fitness 
and not party service should be the test 
both for appointment to and retention 
of office. He told the people that as 
long us a public servant performed his 
duties efficiently and faithfully he 
should be continued in his office, and 
i hat the interest of the public service 
should be the only thing considered in 
making removals. But the legion of 



EDITOBIAL COMMENTS. 

Thrkk seems to be some misunder- 
standing respecting' the order of the 
Customs department with regard to tho 
shipping of Canadian goods transported 
iii bond over United States railways. 
The order docs not in tho least affect 
the ordinary shipping trade between 
American and Canadian ports. That 
remains exactly as it always has been. 
Tho order makes the regulation respect- 
ing the transport by sea of Canadian 
goods coming over American railways 
precisely the same us the United Stutes 
Customs regulation respecting the ship- 
ping of American goods over Caiiadiun 
railways. American goods carried by 
the Canadian Pacific or the Grand 
Trunk must be taken to their destina- 
tion, if carriage by water is necessary, in 
American vessels. It has been consid- 
ered good policy not to give American 
vessels a privilege with regard to the 
carriage of Canadian goods that is 
denied to Canadian ships when Ameri- 
can goods are carried over Canadian 
railroads. This order is a kind of re- 
taliation of which the American ship- 
owners cannot complain, but in carry- 
ing it out we fear that some Canadian 
shippers will bo made to suffer incon- 
venience, 

A movement has been set on foot in 
London to close places of amusement 
which ure known to be the resorts of 
persona of questionable repute. This 
movement lias its opponents who con 
tend that it is useless to hide the out 
ward indications of vice while its source: 
are left untouched. The question is 
one of very great difficulty for those 
who aim at effecting a real reform. But 
there ure some who aro willing to be 
lieve that what is not seen does not ex- 
ist. As long as wickedness does not 
tluunt itself in public they are not scan- 
dalized. It is of course right to pay 
every regard to decency, but very little 
good will be done while the root of the 
evil remains untouched. If the music 
balls are closed those who frequented 
them will soon find other places of 
meeting it may be quite as harmful. 
How to get at the "nether world" to do 
it good is one of the great problems of 
the time. The reforming organizations 
of the age seem wholly unfitted for the 
work. Vice and misery abound and up- 
pear to be increasing rather than di- 
minishing. If some means could be 
found of preventing people from fre- 
quenting the dens of iniquity — if their 
morals could be improved and their 
tastes elevated, then there would be no 
use in keeping their doors open, but un- 
til something like this is done the efforts 
of the well-meaning Londoners will be 
of but little avail. There is work in 
the world for a great reformer. When 
will he appear?

If there was a pure 
and rational civil service system in the 
United States the bpss system Would 
immediately collapse, Bet where in 
that rich and flourishing country do the 
hordes of corrupt politicians who make 
the boss system possible come from '! It 
is but fair to say that there ure hundreds 
of thousands of Ainericun citizens who 
are utterly disgusted with the busi- 
ness of ollicu seeking und who 
aro endeavoring to prevent tho public 
service of the republic being made the 
prey of a class of public men whose ex- 
istence they regard as a disgrace to the 
nation.

The Dreadful Ktitn of John K. Keeks. 

Tlio following is a description of the 
death of lineman John B. Fecks f rein an 
electrical shock on October II, taken 
from the New York World:
